For the Sorting of Armes, it is a good pro=gorting of 
portion to have a Companie equally compoun. men. 
ded of armed men and Shot, the Armed men 
to bee all Pikes ( exceprthe Officers). The Shot to 
be ar leaft halfe Muſquets, the other halfe Harque- 
buſhes, but if the Shot could be two parts Muſ- 
gon, ie were better, but if all Mffquets, then beſt 
of all. 
Alfo care is to be had what men are put to every 
kinde of Armex,the ſtrong, tall,and beſt perſons to 
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be Pikes the ſquireſt and broadeſt will be frt to car- 
ry Maſquets, and the cit and nimbleſt may (if 
necefſiric compell ) bee eurned to the Harquebuſh, 
Buc abou- all other reſpeRs, & is to be conficer ed 
to what Armes cvery man doth beſt frame him- 
ſelfe, for which cauſe it is not amiſſe, chat the Cap- 
tain2 ſee the ſame men to*vſecuerall Armes be- 
fore he doe appuiat them certaincly to carry 
aty one, 

Next hee ſhall ſce that every man be well and 
ſufficiently Armed with good and allewable 
Armes , Taatis to ſay, all his Pikemen ſhall have 
good Combe-caps for their heads, well lined 
with quilted Caps, Curaces for:their bodies of 
-nimble and No mould, being high pike. proote, 
large and well compaſt Gordgets for their 
Neckes, Fayre and cloſe joyned Fathes, to 
arme to the mid-thigh, as. for. the Pouldron: or 
the Yanthrace, they may be ſpared, becauſe they 
are bur cumberſome, All this Armour is to be ra- 
ther of Ruſlct, Sanguine, or Blacke colour, then 
-" Hh or Milld, for it will kcepe the longer from. 
ruſt. 

Theſe ſhall have ſtrong,ſtraight,yer nimble Pikes 
of Aſh- wood, well headed with Stcele,. and armed 
with plates downward from the head, atleaſt foure 
foore, andthe full fize or. length of cvery Pike ſhall 
be hi freene foote, beſide the head, 

Thefe Pikemegghall alſo have good, ſharpe, and. 
broade Swords (of which the Turkic or Bilboe arc 
beſt ) ſtrong Scabbards, chapt with Icon, Girdle, 
Flangers, or Baucricke of ſtrong Leather ; and laſt- 
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ly, if to the Pikemans Headpiece be faſtned a ſmall 
ring of Iron} and tothe right fide of his Backpeece 
( below his Girdle ) an Iron hooke , to hang his 
Stecle cap vpon, it wilPbe a great caſe tothe Soul- 
dicr , and a nimble carriage in the time of long 
Marches, 

All his Muſquetiers ſhall be armed in good 
combe-caps upon their Heads. About their bodies 
Bautrickwiſe How the lefr ſhoulder under the right 
arme, they ſhall carry Bandiliers of broad Leather, 
having made faſt unto them at leaſt twelve or thir- 
tecne charges of wood or horne, well covered with 
Leather, and hanging by large long ſtrings, that 
with caſc they may be brought to the mouth of the 
Pecce, And theſe Charges muſt containe Powder 
according to the bore and bignelle of the Picce by 
due meaſure, . 

They ſhall alſo have Swords,Girdles, Hangers, 
or Bautrickes, and Bullet bags, in which they ſhall 
carrie their Moulds, Bullets, Wormes, Screwes, 
Rammer, and Priming Iron.

For the Formes or manner of Trayning ; That The formes 
forme is onely to be followed, which ſhall be ſ00- of training.

Firſt you ſhall draw your Company into ewo Imbatrailing

Now theſe Files in tome Diſcipline are called 
Flankes , becauſe they doe flanker , or wall in the 
Battalia, and the Rankes are called Fronts , be- 
cauſe they ſtand formoſt and doe as it were affronr 
the Battayles, and looke vpon the enemy , but in 
eruth none can properly be called rhe Front but 
the Ranke which Randeth formoſt , nor any File 
be called a Flanke, bur thoſe which ſtand ourmoſt, 
yet all are Ranks, and all are Files, 'and therefore 
thoſe two names are without contradiftion, Now 
laſtly you ſhall underſtand, that a Ranke may con- 
fiſt ofa as many men as you pleaſe ( according to 
the number of your company.) But a File (howe. 
ver the Spaniards and 1talians vie it in uncertaine 
depth) ought never to be above ten perſons deepe, 
(except ir be in marching or 1n moſt eſpeciall fce- 
vice, where advantage of ground requireth the 
contrary ) The reaſon thereof, being that the fi: ſt 
man having done his dutic in diicharging his 
piece, may in the ſpace that nine other men ſhall 
do thcir duties , and diſcharge their pieces diftint- 
ly. one after another , be againe in rcadinzs & make 
his firſt place good, there ro diſcharge his piece 


againe. Beſides it is the readieſt and beſt way for

This done you ſhall divide one hundred men 
iato foure Corporall ſhipps or Squadrons, and cye- 
ry Squadron, into as many Files as the number wil 
beare, and every File into Fellowſhips or Camera.

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meaſure as the Captaine ſhall be diſpoſed ro nomi- 
nate, which not being obeyed, the whole body of 
che Barralia"is pur our of order, and neither carrying 
oporrion, nor true ſhape, are as men in rout or 
diforder Therefore it -ought- carefully ( of all 
things) ro be obſeryed and uſed according to the 
limication or fitneſſe of every Motion; For the Sta- 
tions of all Military perſons, and the Motions in 
Armes, arc not alwayes certaine, or in one ſtcady 
rule, but doe continually interchange and alter 
agreeable one with another; And the uſe of this 
Diſtanceis both in Rankes and Files, in Marches, 
and in Motions; In Files, as when they ſtand or 
march at the firſt Diffence, which is called Cloſe, 
that is ro ſay, Pouldron to pouldron, or Shoulder 
to Shoulder, orwhenthey ſtand or march at the 
ſecond DiFence, which is called Cloſe, andis a foote 
and a halfe diſtance man from man, or when they 
ſtand or march at the third 4iſtence, wich is called 
order, - which is three foote man from man, or 
when they ſtand or march at the fourth and laſt Di» 
e, which is called Open Order, and is fixe foote 
weene perſon and perſon. 

Solikewiſe in Rankes to ſtand or march C!oſe# 
is to be at the Swords poynt; to ſtand or march

And fo likewiſe in Rankzs, Cloſe they will have 
tothe Swords point, Order three foote, Open-Or- 
der (ix 'oote and Dowble-diſlancerwelve fooe , and 
ſo notrhe Cloſeſt at all. 

Others vary it another way, and will have but 
threc Diſtances, that is to ſayy Open Order , which 
they will have to be ſix foote both berweene ranke 
and tyle ; Order three foote betweene Ranke and 
Fyle;and Cloſe order a foote and an halle berweene 
Fyle and Fyle, and three foore berweene Ranke 
and Ranke, and when they come to open Rankes,

Now to theſe Marches,are added the teaching Of Motiong

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And here isto benoted in this doubling of Ranke? 
or Files, that Rankes when py double to the right 
hand,muſt ever turne to the left hand 10- come to 
their former places againe, andit they be doubled 
to the left hand, they muſt turne on the right hand 
ro come totheir firſt places againe, And Fyles when 
they are doubled to- any hand, by doubling of 
Rankes tothe contrary hand, they are brought to 
their firſt places agains, And ſo having doubled 
your Rankes to any hand, by the doubling of Fyles 
tothe contrary hand, you allo bring them to their 
firſt places againe. 

There is alſoto bee taught another Motion, in 
which all doc moue , and yet none doe march, 
which is the Opening and Cloſing cither of Razkes 
or Fyles,andisotylc not onely when -you would 
have-one Ranke paſſe through another, or the 
whole Body of the Battaha make a counter- march, 
but when we would draw the Battaile quickly, and 
in order, more of one hand or other. 


In- teaching the Souldicr' tow to know the 
ſounds or beatings of the Drumme, you muſt make 
them obſerue not onely what the Drumme doth 
beat,as wherheritbe a Cal,a March,a Troope a Batts- 
lie,a Charge,aRetrait,a Batteriea Reliefe,and fo forth, 
bur alſo what tiwe he keepes, forever according to 
the meaſure of time, the Souldier is to march flow- 
er or faſter, to charge with greater violence , or to 
come off with greater ſpecd, alſo- heſhall know 
when by the Drum to atrend his Captaines direQi- 
ons, when to repayre to his Colours, and when

ro doe other duties. And many orher beatings as 
occaſion ſhall adminiſter, and as by the: ſound of 
the Drum, you doe teach your Souldiers to march, 
ſo by the voice ( at theic firſt inſtruction) you 
ſhall reach them all other motions.

For the EleRtion of Men and Horſes, they muſt 

be ſutablero the Armes and Weapons ( defenſive 
and offenfive) whichthey carrie , which becauſe 
they are of divers kindes,and divers dignities; 
And in as much as Horſcrroopes confiſt all of one 
entire Bodie of Armes , andnot of divers Bodies, 
or divers Armes in one Troope,(as Foot Compa- 
nies doe ) I will firſt give you the names of every 
ſeverall Troope of Horſe, and after cle@ Men, 
Horſe and Armes agreeable with cach ſeverall dig- 
nitic» | 

In the old Warres, and before Fire was got to 
thar height of excellence to which it is now arrived, 
the firſt and principall Troope of Horfe were cal- 
led Menar Armes, or Gentlemen at Armes, be- 
cauſe the bodie of the whole Troope confiſted of 
Noblemen, Knights, and Gentlemen, A Prince 
(for the moſt part ) being ever their Commander, 
they were armed with detenſive Armes ar all pee- | 


. Ces, Cep « Pe, from head to foote; that is to ſay,with 


Cloſe Carkes” on their heads, Gorges abour their 
necks, faire Breitplates of Hargobus proofe, and 
ny of lefſe proofe for theu bodics; Ponldrons 
ir ſhoulders,” embraces for their armes, Gavat- 

ker for their hands, Taces for the belly, Curſes for 
the knees,and Greaves for the legs and feete, and a- 
hourrheir waſtes rich 34ſer of Velver, Sartio, Silke, 
or other ſtuffe, and Girdies and Hexrgers, For _ 
ve 
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five Armes, they had faire guile Swords and Dag- 
| Wy. pry headed with Stcele, a Caſe of 

ort Piſtols, with Priming-box, Flaske, key, and
